It is a great sight to see just a. 
common dog try to catch one of them. 
The jack will run just fast enough to 
keep the dog interested and take a 
ircle around the clearing; they wil 
take two short hops, then sail off 
through space; then two more hops 
while the dog toils along behind. But 
plant a bullet near enough the jack 
to kick dust upon him and he wil 
vanish so quick, that you can scarcely 
tell where he goes. 
They are not 
much good in the eating line as they 
are tough and have the flavor of an 
old-fashioned bootjack. 


The little brush rabbits are fine to 
eat; their flesh is white and sweet 
There is just heaps of quail, not bob 
whites. They are called valley qual 
and are about the size of a bob-white. 
They are gray, the males wear a black 
mark and a small crest. 


They • were very thick around 'the 
orchard all summer, but leave a little 
later and go along the creeks, 
We shot several quail from the porch 
last season,' and can shoot a rabbit 
most any time around the house or 
barn. 


Once in a great while .we see a bob- 
cat or a coyote in the day time, but 
they run mostly by night. 
A bob-cat or coyote borrowed our 
flock of turkeys last fall, and have 
not returned them yet. That makes 
me think of something funnyj I ,'dld a 
few nights ago. 


It had been my habit to sleep with 
a loaded rifle near the head of my 
bed to be ready for 
anything that 
bothered the chickens. Some coyotes 
started a concert in< the orchard and 
! I grabbed the rifle and began to squirt 
bullets- in their general direction be- 
fore I wag thoroughly, awake. The 
concert broke off -very sudden. 
The next morning we-1 found I iliac 
shot three times 
through the little 
building we call the tool house. So 
instead of shooting a coyote I hac 
killed a can of paint, -a buggy cushion

FROM PASSENGER CAR 
HERE ON THE ST. PAUL 


Belolt College Profemor Attempt* to 


- Eliminate Wlreleti To wen for . 


Railroad Mecaage* From 


Trains. 


The -first railroad train to run out 


of Janesville equipped with wireless 
left the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul station this morning'shortly af- 
ter 11 o'clock. It. was the regular Da- 
vis Junction division. train bound for 
Beloit, Rockford and other 
Illinois 
points. 
Prof. C; A. Culver, professor of 
physics at Belolt college, was in 
charge of the station, and under him 
the experiments are being made. 
Prof. Culver is attempting to elim- 
inate the, high aerial towers necessary 
at present in the sending and receiv- 
ing of messages from railway trains 
and stations. 
On the1 Delaware and Lackawanna 
railroad-In-the east wireless to and 
from trains has proven scucessful, but 
it has been necessary to erect high 
towers to permit the transmission of 
messages. 
: 
The experiments of Prof. Culver are 
sanctioned by the St. Paul railroad, 
special' permission for the use- of the 
cars and stations having been given 
by D. L. Bush,- general manager of the 
system. Should the trials eventually 
prove; successful, the Chicago, Milwau 
kee-and St. Paul company will have 
first opportunity of taking over the 
rights from the Beloit professor. 
At other nearby places during the 
summer the experiments have been 
attempted. Prof. Culver did not care to 
say as to the success of the trials. To 
protect "his inventions and secure pat 
ents it Is necessary to maintain some 
degree of secrecy. 
No receiving apparatus was in 
stalled on the train this morning. One 
was installed at the depot at Beloi 
and from the car it was the plan ol 
the operator to transmit messages to 
Belolt only. Prof. Culver fitted up his
